Pedestrians in their wander- 
ings through the ruins Sunday discovered 
many new aud interesting freaks of tho 
quakes. Somo of them worn round at tlio 
residence of JIaj. Joseph H. Hobiuson, one of 
thu best known citizens. The building was 
very bmlly wrecked in some places, while In 
others It seemed toescupe injury. In one bed- 
room of tho hcuse the s'raugest freaks imag 
inable wero cut. On one side of tho chain 
ber oil 1 aiutings wero thrown from tho wall 
with such force as to destroy tho canvas and 
crush llio frames, -ivhilo on tho mantel pieco, 
a few 1'iot away and ill tho same room, stood 
a sleuc!or, tnii vase, which 'was not toppled 
over. Un another wall In the room two or 
l-hroo small potograplw hung on frames 
and wore left undisturbed, 
when within 


three feetof them the plastering waswrenchcd 
'otV and ground into dust and the .scantling 
on which the laths were nailed were torn out 
of their places. A loungo was tossed across 
the room and broken to (pieces, while chairs a 
tow feet away wero not oven overturned. In

What 
roost sternly confronts tho people at this mo- 
ment Is the future of tho city. If these, build- 
ings aro not, rebuilt or repaired the city can 
never bo what she was and may bo ruined.

The colloges and bigl) 
schools of th(! country arc sending out an- 
nuully thousands of young women ^'ho arc 
not only woll-oducntal, but self-roliant, uud 
who, as a elnsn, nro entirely unwilling to re- 
turn to thoir homes, even whim tbuy have 
good ones, nnd tako up 11 lito of semi-idleness 
and f'.epenilenco. 
Of course, a very lurgo 


number nro forced by circumstnnces to enter 
upon sonic occuiwtiou for self support. What 
tho final result of this prc.*suru of female 
labor upon tho market is to ho it is hard to 
i'nivtell. There uro those wbo tear that wo 
sh.-ilUoon liecmni! likusomo of tho countries 
i.l' Enropo, whcro tbo women ilo tbo greater 
luxrt ol' the work nncl tho men nrii eompjir- 
ntively idle; or lil:o Indian tribes, where tLitt 
squaws do ull thu ircninl labor. If tbo ten- 
dency is in Unit direction it is certainly a de- 
plorablo ono uiul should in somo way bo ar- 
rested. 


MTOIE I1EASTS 01' T1UHDEN. - 


One does not dcsiro to neo American women 


like tho womon of nbrtJiern EuroiXi — ;nero 
lje:isLs of burden. For instance, in Stock- 
holm woman Ls almost exclusively employed 
us hod carrier nnd bricklayer's assistant. Shu 
curries brick, mixe* murtar ajld does all the 
hardest work about u. building. Sbo is paid 
for a day's work, which is Cully twelve hours, 
the sum o£ ono kroner («iuivalcht to ono and 
tlntio pence.) Tho women do all tbo street 
uleuning, haul Che rubbish in hand carts over 
tho cobblestones and out upon tho hills, un- 
lund tho boats at tho quays, do the gardening 
uiul run ferries. They talio tho places .of 
horses and dog* in much of tho currying busi- 
ness, In-ingliig in tho largo and heavy milk 
cans from tho dairies and distributing tho 
milk. In many other portions of Europe it 
is scarcely better. You can seo women in 
highly civilized England employed duy by 
day in tbo coalpit, at tho forge and in brick- 
yards. 


In Franco she fills furnaces and tends great 


coke ovens, and does tho greater part of tho 
market gardening, besides tending a largo 
part of the shops. In Germany sho is often 
hitched with a dog to draw a heavy cart, find 
this is also dons in other European countries. 
In Germany tho docs more agricultural labor 
than iu almost any other land; but this is not 
quito so hard and debasing as work . in miuc:t 
and coalpits, although sntlicicntly destructive! 
of all the tiucr qualities of womanhood. In 
Belgium voung women and oven littln girls 
woi'k continuously in coalpits, and thero arc 
bunt imd crippled old women about thcso pits 
who have worked in thorn since early child- 
hood. In Holland they work on tho canals 
with a ropo over tbo shoulder, and do a largo 
pui-t of tho work upon tho dikes whicb hold 
the sea at bay. In all tho other laborious oc- 
cupations thoy also tako a largo part, and 
their coarse and sunburned faces retain hard- 
ly n trace of womanly softness, nor their 
brood and muscular forms a trace of womanly 
lightness or grace. 


IK EUr.OrEAN COttXTHIES. ', 


In somo of theso countries tho young mon 


are all in tho army; in others thoy orb almost 
idle, doing only tho lightest part of tho work 
and congregating in vast numbers in beer 
gardens and parks, or fishing in tbo little 
st rusuib hero and there. Thoy belong to a 
iiand, to a fire company, or a club, and only 
pivtenJ to earn enough money to pay for 
their pastimes, while wives, or daughters, or 
mothers do thu real work which supports tbo 
family. 
Where vast standing armies ore 


kept tho ovil is the greatest, but everywhere 
in liUi-opo njion woman falls a largo share of 
the hard labor which wo in America nro ac- 
customed to sco performed by men. 
; 


But already the European custom is gain- 


ing a foothold in America. Tho great influx 
of foreigners has brought with it other ideas 
than OKI'S. Gorman and Norwegian women 
nuiy already bo seen in great numbers in the 
harvest fields of tho west nnd driving loaded 
te.iras upon western roads. ~\Vc have cot yet, 
a.-; far as I know, hitched them up with dogs; 
but so rapidly uro we passing under the sway 
of Iloreignois that wo may yet livo to seo that 
edifying sight. I thinl: tho American people 
owe- it U) themselves to resist this tendency to 
the utmost. Every truo citizen should frown 
upon the man who puts his wife or daughters 
to such work as this in this country, because 
it Is both needless and hurtful. Tbcro is no 
excuse in our favored land for- putting n 
woman to work in tho fields, or at man's hard 
work nuywhere. Lot the tneu still carrry the 
hods, and dig tho canals, and sow, anci reap 
as they did in tho hotter da3rs of tho republic. 
In their eagerness to have all avenues of re- 
munerative labor thrown open to them they 
have perhaps rather overdid their work, anci 
may havo more tlu'ust upon, them, than thoy 
desired. Their right W do certain things they 
have certainly established, und I should bo 
the last ono to question such right. 
XOTV, 


thev should also, establish their right not to 
do certain things. Wives and daughters of. 
foreign fanners and laborers should havo n 
declaration of independence of thoir own, nnd 
rise in open rebellion agoinfit field labor or 
other man's work doroanfled of them,— Ilnttic 
Tyng Griswold in Chicago Tribune.
